This Pictorial Log is proudly dedicated to the officers 
and men of Composite Squadron SIXTY-ONE. The as- 
semblage was undertaken to present a factual study of 
the task and mission of a jet, photographic reconnaissance 
squadron; its problems, accomplishments and aims. The 
pictorial blending of the serious and humorous, training 
and combat, working and playing, obstacles and triumphs 
is dedicated to the perseverance, industry, ingenuity, 
faith, courage and bravery so eloquently displayed by 
all members of a Navy team called Composite Squadron 
SIXTY-ONE. With quiet pride they have labored in the 
best interests of the Naval Service and their country. In 
their honor, manifested so illustriously, | do gratefully and 
proudly dedicate this book. 
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Composite Squadron SIXTY-ONE came into being on 20 January, 1949, as the Navy's first 
fighter photographic reconnaissance squadron. LCDR Frederick J. BRAZIL assumed command, and with 
the small nucleus of eight junior officers and four enlisted men, commenced the preparation of VC-6| 
to fulfill its prescribed mission of providing aerial photographic reconnaissance in support of naval 
operations. Six Air Groups and FASRON-7 each contributed F8F-2P's each, giving the squadron a total 
complement of fourteen aircraft. 

In January of 1950, VC-61 and VP-61 merged to become a more versatile photographic squad- 
ron. Commander William H. DAVISON assumed command and VC-61 had multi-engine photo de- 
tachments in Labrador and Alaska, in addition to those carrier based. 

Commander Carl D. SIMONSEN arrived on 26 February, 1950, and relieved CDR DAVISON as 
Commanding Officer. His Executive Officer, Commander Lester S. WALL, Jr., tragically lost his life 
in a plane crash on 5 April. The Bureau of Naval Personnel quickly found an extremely well-qualified 
replacement in the person of Commander Howard W. CREWS and detailed him to VC-61. 

The treacherous attack by the North Koreans in June of 1950 brought to a halt such peacetime 
projects as Detachment ABLE-50 Oriental Cruise and Operation ''MICKEY.'' VC-61 settled down to 
the serious business of providing combat aerial photographic reconnaissance. Six F4U Corsair photo 

planes were acquired and on 3 July, 1950, a two-plane F4U detachment, under Lt. L. W. MOFFIT, 
deetne for the Korean area on the U.S:S. Philippine Sea.

Starting in late July the personnel count of VC-61 grew phenomenally. For example, in the short 
span of three months, the number of officers assigned to VC-61 grew from forty-five to ninety-five. 
The greater portion of these new officers were fighter pilots and ComAirPac was compelled to assign 
seventeen World War || F6F photo planes as a stop-gap measure to insure proper training and photo 
plane availability. However, in the fall, the insistence of VC-6! won out and the first photo-configured 
FOF jet aircraft was assigned, In October, VC-61's first jet photo detachment departed for the Ko- 
rean theater, with Lt. Charles A, HOOPER, Jr., as Officer-in-Charge. 

In January of 1951, orders came from Washington to split VC-61 into two squadrons, separating 
the fighter type aircraft from the multi-engine. Once again VC-61 became strictly a carrier-type, 
fighter photographic reconnaissance squadron. Commander Howard W. CREWS remained and as- 
sumed the helm as Commanding Officer. LCDR Don DIETZ reported aboard as Executive Officer. 

Slowly but surely, the number of jets assigned to VC-61 increased as word came back from the 
Korean area describing the eager acceptance of VC-6l's product. The immeasurable intelligenc: 
value of aerial photographs of enemy installations was quickly recognized and the number of VC-6| 
combat missions increased rapidly. 

The parent squadron at Miramar increased the tempo of its activity and, with splendid effort by 
Lt. SHAFER, developed a much needed, one-second recycling camera. This proved a boon, enabling 
pilots to pass over targets at a greater speed, minimizing the danger of being hit by enemy anti-air- 
craft fire. 

On-15 July, 1951, LCDR Philip E. SOUZA reported aboard as Executive Officer. During this 
month it was realized that tactics currently employed by enemy forces in Korea indicated a definite 
need for night photographic reconnaissance, by carrier-based aircraft. VC-61 inaugurated a night 
photographic development project, utilizing a borrowed TBM-3E and an F9F-2P. This project, named 
Operation FIREFLY,'' came to a highly successful conclusion in September. 

The versatility of VC-61 was displayed again when the Bureau of Aeronautics sent, for test and 
evaluation, an oblique sight for pilots’ use on oblique photographic missions. This sight, while work- 
able, was not completely practicable, and VC-61 designed and manufactured a simpler and more 
practical plastic oblique sight. 

Always seeking improvement, VC-61 acquired the F2H-2P Banshee, capable of carrying more 
cameras and of latger, more effective focal lengths. A comprehensive series of tests on the various 
ways of processing, fixing, wash'ng, drying, marking and printing of aerial reconnaissance photograpiis 
has been and continues to be conducted. A study of the abilities of black and white, infra-red, cam- 
ouflage detection and regular color films has been made to record the speed of chlorophyll deteriora- 
tion and disclose cut foliage. 

At the time of this printing, VC-61 photo pilots have flown approximately 2,500 combat aerial 
photographic reconnaissance missions over North Korea. Lt. Charles A. HOOPER, Jr.. while on his 
second combat tour in Korea as a VC-61 detachment leader, became the first Navy pilot to fly 100 
jet combat missions over Korea from an aircraft carrier. Despite the heavy concentration of flak thrown 
up by the Communists and the deliberate photographing of enemy anti-aircraft installations, VC-6| 
has lost only three planes and one pilot to enemy fire. The combat experienced, flak-wise pilots of 
VC-6| have expressed an ‘undressed feeling'' because they fly with cameras instead of guns, but they 
are justly proud of their product and of its immeasurable value in our fight against the Communists.
